As long as 
the devil feels that sinners are safe, and 
that he is sure to get them at last, he al- 
lows them to float on quietly upon an un- 
ruffled current ; but the moment they at- 
tempt to throw off his yoke, and to assert 
their independence of him. they must ex- 
pect his wrath to wax exceeding hot, and 
his assaults to fall thick and fast upon 
their heads. They should not be ignor- 
ant of his devices. He goes about as a 
roaring lion, seeking whom he may de- 
vour.
